Very  often,  the  Jew  feels  as  though  he  has 
to  make  a  choice.

For  a  group  of  Jews  to  band 
together  one  hundred  years  ago  and  have  the 
drive  and  the  vision  to  establish  a  Jewish 
house  of  worship  was  an  act  of  great  relig¬ 
ious  faith.  That  faith  has  been  vindicated 
many  times  over.  Today  we  are,  thank  God, 
a  congregation  of  well  over  one  thousand 
families  —  strong,  resolute,  proud  Jews  who 
delight  in  living  our  religious  faith  with  joy. 

We  shall  be  marking  this  occasion  in  many 
ways  during  this  month  and  we  expect  that  a 
good  number  of  you  will  join  the  festivities. 
We  have  every  reason  to  be  jubilant  over  the 
progress  our  congregation  has  made  these 
many  years  and  we  remember  with  gratitude 
the  countless  men  and  women  upon  whose 
shoulders  we  stand.  They  toiled  in  the  vine¬ 
yard  of  the  Lord  and  the  wine  thereof  is  rich 
indeed.

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Unique  Mezzuzah  Presented 
By  Goldstein  Family 

Editor’s  Note:  Noah  Goldstein,  a  student  in 
our  Religious  School,  explains  the  genesis  of 
the  idea  behind  the  presentation  to  the  con¬ 
gregation  by  his  family  of  the  exceptionally 
beautiful  hand  crafted  mezzuzah  which  now 
adorns  the  doorpost  of  the  new  building. 

“It  all  began  on  our  trip  to  Israel  during 
the  summer  of  1981.  I  often  spent  hours 
searching  for  mezzuzahs  on  doors  and  gates, 
commenting  on  their  beauty.  The  biggest 
one  that  I  noticed  was  on  the  entrance  to  the 
Jaffa  Gate  leading  to  the  Old  City  of 
Jerusalem.  It  was  placed  so  high  that  my 
father  hand  to  lift  me  up  to  kiss  it. 

Once  back  in  the  States,  I  continued  my 
search  for  mezzuzahs.  On  my  first  Shabbat 
back  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  I  did  not 
find  a  mezzuzah  on  the  doorpost  of  the  new 
building.  After  services  my  father  asked 
Rabbi  Nadich  why  there  wasn’t  a  mezzuzah 
on  that  particular  entrance.  He  replied, 
“Well,  Ted,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  yesterday 
morning  as  we  were  affixing  the  mezzuzah, 
which  was  made  of  Jerusalem  stone,  it  crack¬ 
ed  and  cannot  be  repaired.’’ 

That  night  my  father  and  I  discussed  the 
possibilities  of  designing  and  donating  a 
mezzuzah  to  the  synagogue.  We  then  com¬ 
missioned  Moshe  Zabari,  the  famous  ‘Artist- 
In-Residence’  at  the  Jewish  Museum  to  do 
just  that. 

The  design  of  the  mezzuzah  is  in  the  shape 
of  a  crown  to  represent  the  kingship  of  the 
Lord.  The  crown  is  also  shaped  as  a  shin 
which  represents  Shaddai  (Almighty). 

I  am  sure  that  everyone  will  be  as  pleased 
as  I  am  that  the  mezzuzah  looks  very  pretty 
against  the  doorway  of  our  new  building.”
